Professor  E.  H.  Morrow  Re- 
lates Trade  Problems  in 
€xt#ntion  Lecture 

The  mechanics  of  book  publlkhlng 

were  presented  in  a  witty  and  in- 
formative addre.-.s  la.si  lught  by 
Profe.s.sor  EllLs  H  Morrow,  who  took 
"A  Publisher  Looks  At  His  Cus- 
tomers" as  the  subject  of  his  Unl- 
imiijf  Ext.enslnn  lecture  in  the 
Central  Junior  High  School. 

Profeasor  of  the  department  of 

comnwrce  In  Uulver&ity  of  Brit- 
L«h  Columbia,  Profes-sor  Morrow 
spoke  from  personal  experience, 
having  been  associated  with  the 
MacLean  FubUshlng  Company  and 
the  MacMUIan  Company'  for  a 
number  of  years. 

He  showed  that,  because  It  was  a 

highly  individualistic  bu-siness,  the 
personal  taste  of  the  publLsher  wajj 
preatly  reflected  in  the  type  of 
books  any  particular  house  pub- 
lished, often  "without  due  regard 
for  %hat  the  public  might  want." 

This  state  of  affairs  was  mpon- 
sibie  for  the  high  death  rate  among 

publishing  hou.ses.  he  declared,  and 
said  that  "the  only  houses  to  sur- 
vive In  the  long  run  were  those 
which  maintained  an  objective  view 
towards  the  market^thoee  able  to 
sijte  up  what  the  public  want  "

The  Dutch  for  John  Is  Jan  (pro- 
uaunced  Tan):  snd  **'  1»- 
utlve  Jankc  lYankn  wa.s  applied 
derisively,  one  to  the  other,  by  the 
early  Dutch  and  Bnglish  settlers  of 
the  New  England  .States,  is  e.«,irtl)- 
lished  by  writers  and  historians  of 
the  period  IMS-im 

Thomas  Anburey,  a  British  offirrr 
who  served  under  Burgoyne  during 
the  American  Revolution,  declared 
in  his  TraveM,  published  in  I7p8, 
that  Yankee  derives  frein  the  Che- 
rokee cankke  coward  or  .sla\r.  and 
that  it  was  the  opprobrious  epithet 
by  which  the  Inhabitants  of  New 
Englarui  were  branded  by  the  Vir- 
ginians for  refusing  to  s«Bl^t  them 
in  the  latters'  war  with  M  Chero- 
kees. 

Other  plausible  Interpretationa'.

aachusrtLs'  Redman  s  attempt  to  ut- 
ter the  word  "Bnglish"— fMrst  BB 
Yengoes.  then  Yankeea. 

A.s  may  be  surmised.  Yaftker-Und 
I  referred  originally  to  New  Bigland, 
then  BMPe  widely  to  the  Northern 
States  as  distinguished  froRi  tht 
South. 

Later,  howf cr.  Vaiikre  began  to 
be  used  by  Englishmen  and  other 
Buropeaas  as  a  nlekname  for  Amer- 
ican, and  Yankeeland  started  rlr- 
rulatlng  loot>ely  as  a  colloquial  des- 
ignation for  tht  United  MMn  bT 
America^
